Quality 

In view of the shortage of carbide 
in Australia, importance is attached 
to the steps taken in Tasmania by 
the Hydro-Electric Power and Metal- 
lurgical Company, Ltd., for the man- 
ufacture of that product: The plant, 
which recently commenced opera- 
tions, is capable of turning out 5,000 
tons a year, 3,500 horse power of 
electric current, supplied by the gov- 
ernment -electric power works, being 
used in the é&iln: Swedish carbide 
previously held the distinction of be- 
ing the best in the world, but the 
Tasmanian article is claimed to be 
greatly superior. The consumption 
of carbide in Australia is 13,000 tons 
a year, and as soon as circumstances 
permit, the Tasmanian plant is.to be 
duplicated. A Swedish expert is in 
charge of the operations.

When Magellan, sailing under or- 
ers from Charles I, discovered the 
Philippine Islands in 1521 (although 
certain records of the Chinese show 
that they had been before him) he 
found the natives cultivating rice as 
practically their only form of agri- 
culture; and from that time on and 
up to the threshold of the twentieth 
century, half the land under cultiva- 
tion in all the archipelago was sowed 
to rice. Since then, owing to the de- 
velopment of the hemp and sugar in- 
dustrics, and the taking off of labor 
té ‘build railways and for — public 
works, rice production has rapidly di- 
minished; so that now, the Filipino, 
who for centuries raised all the rice 
upon which the people of the whole 
archipclago chiefly subsisted, and ex- 
ported the remainder as Ifis most im- 
portant article ofycommerce, is  im- 
porting to-meet the honve demand, 

The general primitive system, still 
adhered to in many provinces, calléd 
for nothing there elaborate in. the 
way of soil than a naturally fi®oded 
field. Into this the proprietor, with 
a forked stick for a plow, would 
wade, and work contentedly upt to 
his knees in muddy water; and when 
the harvest was ready, the women 
would {6 into the deep mud with 
rude sickles and cut the rice, thresh- 
ing it with their bare feet, 

Some of the mountain tribes, how- 
ever, developed a wonderful system 
of irrigated, terraced fields, those of 
the Ifaguos being notably fine. They 
begin by the side of a river into 
which streams are flowing, and the 
terraces sometimes ascend a thousand 
feet above its level, single walls often 
rising to.a height of fifty feet. These 
lfaguos are among the “wild men” of 
the islands, as distinguished from the 
so-called Christianized tribes, upon 
whom they look down because of the 
Tagalog’s physical inferiority and for 
the oppression he has always exer- 
cised against them whenever he has 
had the power.

Owned Great Colony Once 


Had Colonial Empire of Eleven Hun- 
dred Thousand Square Miles 

Less than four years ago Germany 
had a colonial empire of more than 
eleven hundred thousand square 
miles, more than five times the size 
of the German empire, larger than 
Austria-Hungary, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, ltaly and Spain put 
together. Mr. 'Dernburg has _ said 
again and again that in time the col- 
onies would supply the home countzy 
with most of the cocoa and coffee, 
the cotton and tobacco, ‘and palm oil 
and palm kernels* it-needss-— 

Fast Africa sent copra, gold; ivory, 
sisal hemp, hides; South-West Africa 
copper, diamonds, lead, skins; Came- 
roons cocoa,-ivory, palm kernels and 
oil rubber and timber; togo cocoa; 
cotton, palm kernels and oil, and rub- 
ber. Germany was but beginning her 
colonial apprenticeship. 

She blundered in many ways, 


in 


every way, until Dernburg’ became 
minister of the colonies; yet,.. three 
years before the war, the exports 


from her Pacific and African colonies 
amounted to almost $25,000,000 a 
year, 

The African plantations, so rich in 
possibitities; were hardty——tairty—be- 
gun, South-West Africa is one of the 
finest sheep and cattle countries. The 
Germans so killed off and frightened 
off the natives that labor was scarce. 
Let us record the letter of von f£ro- 
tha, “the great general of the mighty 
emperor,” to the Hereroes in 1904: 

The Herero nation must now leave 
the country. If the people do it not, 
I will compel them with the big gun, 
Within the German frontier every 
Herrero with or without a rifle will 
be shot, I will not take over any 
more women and children, but I will 
either drive'them back to their peo- 
ple or have them fired on, 

Kulture in South-West Africa kill- 
ed half the native population, virtu- 


ally wiped out the Hereros, who 
were either slain, man, woman and 
child, or forced into the desert to 
die of thirst.

Strangers in London often com- 
ment on the deagth of grocers’ shops. 
Dry goods (drapers) shops there are 
“ad nauseam,” and. jewellers, and 
chemists, but if you want to buy a 
little homely packet of blue or a bot- 
tle of vinegar. it is really quite diffi- 
cult to find a shop that keeps it. The 
reason, of course, is that grocers do 
not set up shops in the main thor= 
oughfares, and not that there is a 
scarcity of them, In fact, there are 
in England over 80,000 retail grocers’ 
shops. There are 5,000 co-operative 
stores which serve 10,000,000 custom- 
ers; 10,000 multiple shops supplyin 
7,000,000 customers; 70,000 smal 
shops with a roll of 24,000,000 cus- 
tomers, and a large number of the 
old-fashioned family grocers. ' These 
figures show the magnitude of the ra- 
tioning problem, and suggests that 
credit is due not only to the ministry 
of food, but to the wholesale houses 
and retailers for the smooth way in 
which the public have been supplied.

|Rumanians Live 


In German Peace 


Story of How the Country Is Syste- 
matically Pillaged for Ger- 
~many’s Benefit 

A reliable informant who left 
Rumania early in July, 1918, has giv- 
en a very interésting description of 
the conditions which prevail in that 
country and also of the German ac- 
tivity, hich continues in spite of the 


fact that peace “has been definit 
concluded,” writes Capt. Alfred F. 
Ozanne, 


At present the Germans are pillag- 
ing the country from@ne end to the 
other, It is no exaggeration to sa 
that everything in Rumania whic 


could be exported has been seized 
and sent into Germany. Even door 


handles and window ¢atches, bells 
and kitchen utensils have been taken 
away. 

“But that is not all. The Germans 
have carried off all the linen and the 
civilians have been allowed to keep 
only two sets of underwear, A cer- 
tain number of people have, how- 
ever, been allowed to keep their be- 
longings by bribing the German offi- 
cials with a liberal gift of wine, All 
the timber i Rumania has been tak- 
en away, whole forests have been cut 
down, and the Germans ‘have even 
raised the parquetry off the floors in 
private dwelling houses. Each Ger- 
man soldier is authorized to send to 
his people in Germany a-4@"lb. parcel 
of goods filched from the inhabitants 
every week, and even the higher 
grade officers declare that their fam- 
ilies could not exist without these 
contributions. 

“The final blow has been givén to 
the country in three decrees which 
the king of Rumania we. compelled 
to sign. In virtue of the first de- 
cree the “General Directorate of Im- 
ports, Exports, and Provisioning’ was 
created. The powers of this director- 
ate extend over the whole economic 
life of the country. For instance, no 
one is able to import or export mer- 
chandise without the consent of the 
directorate, which is ‘thus able’ to 
close the Rumanian market to the 
entente and direct all’ Rumanian pro- 
ducts toward the central empires. 
The directorate has also the power to 
decide, without any right of appeal, 
how the soil must be cultivated; it 
has the power to order the deporta- 
tion of the entire agricultural popu- 
lation from one region to another; it 
can impose fines and even imprison- 
ment upon a recalcitrant population; 
and finally, the decree insures the 
exercise of these powers for a term 
of 10 years. The head of this direc- 
torate is a ‘creature’ of the Germans, 
one Dr, Antipa, who has been put on 
the footing of a minister of state.

Mud Homes in Mesopotamia 


“Desirable Residences” Shaped Like 
Bee Hives : 


. Mesopotamia, where we are fight- 
ing the ‘Turks, boasts some very 
quaint dwelling houses, ‘These ‘“de- 
sirable residences” are made of mud, 
and are shaped like bee hives, whole 
villages and towers being built in this 
peculiar form of architecture. Some 
of the places which have been wrest- 
ed from the Turks by the hostile 
Arabs in the neighborhood of Mecca 
and Medina are constructed in this 
extraordinary fashion. 

As the-country- in-these -parts—is 
destitute of trees from which to hew 
trafters;~and-eise—in—some places de- 
void of stone, the natives build these 


quaint, domed habitations of sun- 
dried mud bricks. 
Each “home” consists of several 


of these hives standing near togeth- 
er, and surrounded by a wall of sim- 
ilar material to that of which the 
hives are built. One or more of 
these houses is used to live in, ac- 
cording to the accommodation § re- 
quired; another is used for the ani- 
mals, and still another serves for the 
granary. ‘The rest are used for var- 
ious other purposes, the number of 
them varying in-accordance with the 
means and possessions of the  pro- 
prietor.

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Atlantic Voyage 


First Steamship Crossed the Ocean 
' * Righty-five Years Ago 


While it is nearly one hundred 
years since the first attempt to cross 
the Atlantic under steam Canadians 
may remember with justifiable pride 
that in September, 1833,  eiwhty-five 
years ago, there arrived at Graves- 
end from Pictou, N.S. after what 
must have been an anxious voyage, 
the plucky little ship Royal William, 
first to cross by steam alone; that 
she was launched from the foot of 


St. Mary’s current and her two hun-|' 


dred horse power engines were made 
and installed by Bennett and Hend- 
erson, of Montreal. 

The American predecessor of tlie 
Royal William, the Savannah, did, it 
is true,.make the Atlantic voyage as 
early as the spring of 1819, but was 
forged to resort to sails during the 
greater part of the time. 

The Royal William was entirely a 
Canadian ship, built by Robert. Black, 
at Quebec, for the Quebee and Hali- 
fax Steam Navigation Company and 
was towed to the foot of St. Mary’s 
current, Here her engines were in- 
stalled and Lady Aylmer officiated 
at her christening, 

Intended for Canadian  coastwise 
trade, the Royal William had a capa- 
city of 1,370 tons, but because of her 
build and the space occupied by her 
engines, her actual capacity was 
much less, being only some 500 tons. 
Her keel was 146 feet and her deck 
176 feet long; depth of hold, 17 feet 
9 inches., Shé was rigged like a 
three-masted schooner, carried three 
square satls on her foremast and 
large fore and aft sails. 


She had fifty berths in the under 
deck cabin, a parlor, also a dining 
saloon in a round house on her deck. 
When ready to put to sea, she had 
cost her owners £16,000, 


Her first trip was from Quebec to 
Halifax and was begun in August, 
1831, but as she did not prove profit- 
able, it was decided to send her to 
England where she might be pur- 
chased, ‘ 

On August 5, 1833, Capt. John Mc- 
Dougall left Quebec on the memor- 
able voyage, carrying a _ cargo of 
spars. and natural curiositics. He 
was kept several days at Pictou, coal- 
ing and repairing boilers. He had 
ive cabin passengers, and. several 
more in the steerage. Cabin passage 
cost £20. For fully a third of the 
time taken in crossing the Royal Wil- 
liam was crippled, with her starboard 
engine damaged and with leaky boil- 
ers, but she reached Gravesend under 
steam on September 11. 

The first purchaser of the -Royal 
William was Joseph. Somes, a Rad- 
cliff ship owner. Somes used the 
vessel in Portuguese trade. Finally 
after sale in September, 1839, to the 
Spanish government, the Royal Wil- 
liam, now the Ysabel Segunda, be- 
came the proud owner of anothér 
title, that of being 
steamer to be added to,.the Spanish 
navy. By 1838 the old hull was con- 
dem -d; ard a new hull built for the 
engines, 

In 1815, four years before the Sav- 


annah made her trial Atlantic trip, 
there- was ai: established British 
steamship line between. Liverpool 


and Glasgow. - In 1838 the first large 
transatlantic liners, the Great West- 
ern and the Sirius sailed; one from 
Cork and the other ffom Bristol, for 
New York. There ‘was a spirited 
race across. the Atlantic which the 
Sirius.won by a margain of a féw 
hours. The second Royal William, 
also a- large ship, was the next to 
cross. . 

The first real impetus to ocean 
steamer travel was the royal mail 
contract which Mr. Samuel Cunard 
ebtained from the British govern- 
ment. The service of carrying the

ed, called’ for rapid transit and 
least four identical steamers. 
Cunard service grew amazingly. 

Montreal was not to have regular 
steamer service for a long time. After 
1815, Captain Alexander Allan, who 
had, during the Peninsular cam- 
paigns, conveyed stores and cattle to 
Lisbon for Wellington’s army, estab- 
lished a regular service of sailing 
vessels between the Clyde and Cana- 
da, — Until 1837, these ships sailed 
from Greenock to Montreal, but aft- 
er the Clyde was deepened, from 
Glasgow. Frem then Captain Allan 
and his five sons devoted themselves 
to building up a strong Canadian 
trade, For nearly forty years they 
used only sailing vessels and carried 
the greater part of the immigrants 
landed on Canadian shores. 

In 1852, Sir Hugh Allan’s tender to 


the Canadian government for a 
weekly mail service was accepted 
and so began the Canadian mail 
steamships service, Though they 


clung for many years to the sailing 
ships, the Allans may,still lay elaim 
to the distinction of having. owned 
and sent across the Atlantic the first 
steel steamer. 


Steel Made Skyscrapers Possible 

It is the steel frame that has made 
the tall buildings of cities possible, 
for, stecl being aaaivety stronger 
than brick, the"Walls of one of these 
700-foot buildings can be practically 
the same thickness all the way up. 
With brick, on the other hand, the 
walls of a tall building would have 
to be so thick at the bottom that 
very little floor spac€ weuld be left 
on the lower stories. It has been 
calculated that, in a 12-story build- 
ing, 100 feet long and ‘50 feet. wide, 
4,000 square feet, or a tenth of an 
acre, more floor space is secured by 
having steel frame. walls than by 
having brick walls, %

It would appear that matters 
have reached a deadlock in 
reference to the transferring of 
the natural resources to the 
-westean provinces, Ontario and 
Quebec demanding large in- 
creases in subsidies should the 
request be granted. As there 
appears to be no chance of an 
agreement being reuched be- 
tweed the provinces the admin- 
istration of natural resources 
nere will likely remain with 
the Dominion. 


From statisties compiled from 
a registration of 230,000 soldiers 
in 1917 the government reaches 
the conclusion that out of thes 
105,000 will want to go on the 
land. Should this proportion 
extend over the. whole expe- 
ditionary forte there willbe a 
sudden increase of the farmers 
when tbe men arrive home. 
About half of those who go on 
the land may remain there, 
but even these would make a 
big addition to the productive 
population. *The remainder of 
the men either have places 
ready for them or prefer some 
other occupation to farming. 


Three and a half million 
pounds of Pacific flatfish have 
been.sold in Canada since the 
Canada Food Board established 
the fishery in March,4918, Prior 
to this time, these fish were 
regarded as being worthless by 
fishermen. The manner in 
which the public have taken 
to Pacific flatfish has exceeded 
all expectations, and the fishery 
is now established us a perman- 
ent Pacific industry. One Brit- 
ish Columbia firm shipped 100,- 
000 pounds of fiatfish to market 
last week. 


The price of wheat is likely 
to bring next year is now begin- 
ing to attract attention.

To Break Grip 
Of Speculators 


The Dominion government's 
land settlement policy as sub- 
mitted to the representatives 
of the provinces, seems to have 
found favor in the eyes of the 
latter. ‘It provides for the 
breaking of the grip of the 
speculator who holds land that 
he will not culivate. It pro- 
vides also for the sale of land 
through a system of long term 
payments. A feature of the 
policy is that it is to be worked 
out through the co operation 
of the federal and provincial 
governments, the former pro- 
viding the necessary funds 
through the use of its credits. 
In short, provincial government 
through money supplied by the 
Dominion purchase land which 
they, in réturn, will sell in easy 
terms to intending purchasers 
The soldiers’ settlement policy 
should be readily taken up by 
the returned men, for infor- 
mation has recently been pub- 
lished, showing that a much 
larger number of them desire 
to yo to the land than had 
hitherto been imagined. Out 
of 236,000 who were asked 
their intentions, 105,000 said,

Assaulting Troops Were Supported By the Greatest Massing 


“" FURY OF GERMANS WAS HISTORIC 


Of Machine Guns the War Has Produced—Nation Will Thrill 


With Pride at Story

Saddened by the heavy price of 
victory, the people of Canada will 
thrill with pride when they come to 
read the full story of the wonderful 
stand their troops made against ene- 
my masses bent on taking from them 
their conquests. Gallant and heroic 
episodes are innumerable, Batta- 
lions, companies and litttle knots of 
men stood their ground against wave 
after wave of assaulting troops, sup- 
ported by the greatest .a ssing of 
machine guns this war hr3 produced. 

It is the penalty of storming 
troops, such as the Canadian corps, 
that they sometiies create-for ffrem- 
selves, in their impetuous advance, 
unprotected flan'ss. The Salient they 
drive ‘into the enemy line becomes 
enfiladed, and if power is not at hand 
to widen it out into a practical front 
the troops in the apex must either 
fight it out against eR 2 pe 


odds or fall back. The latter“f§ not 
the lesson the Canadian corps has 
learned, and it was this desperate 
clinging to positions, tactically unten- 
able, that contributed to our heavy 
casualties. Incidentally it was just 
such stands that stemmed the enemy 
waves and frustrated his savage et- 
forts to win back Bourlon wood. 


Such a situation was brought about 
when a famous Ontario regiment hav- 
ing reached its objective sotth of 
Ouvillers, found that its left flank 
was exposed and shattcring enemy 
masses were advancing upon it. A 
retirement would have been perfectly 
justified, but such would have uncov- 
ered our centre and imperiled all the 
gains on our right, brilliantly made 
in the early morning. So that batta- 
lion, much weakened as it was, stood 
fast. At the end of the battle, the 
gallant colonel, formerly of the Can- 
adian Engineers, was the only officer 
unwounded. 

Holding the vital trench. on the 
flank was a party of seventeen of this 
unit, whose command had been taken 
over by a staff captain, attached to 
the intelligence staff of the brigade. 
He had been sent forward by the 
brigadier to help fill the depleted 
ranks of officers, after having been 
recalled hastily after only three days 
of leave, to take his place in this bat- 
tle. 

This little party was entirely iso- 
lated, but for hours they held on to 
the trench that was the key to the 
position. They were still grimly car- 
rying on, taking a great toll of the 
enemy, when supports were pushed 
into them. Few were unwounded, and 
the captain, an M.C., with bar, diced 
of his wounds, 

The intelligence officer of another 
brigade, engaged in like operations, 
genteel distinguished ‘himself by 
rilliant reconnaissance work, push- 
ing out beyond our outposts under .a 
continual fire. He comes from Brit- 
ish Columbia. _ A lieutenant in. a 
Manitoba battalion, D.C.M... and M. 
M., and formerly a non-commissioned 
officer, by his devoted example in- 
spired his men to stand fast under 
extraordinarily heavy punishment. 
Though wounded in both legs he 
carried on till he fainted from loss of 
blood and was carricd out. The 
commanding officer of a Nova Scotia 
battalion, though wounded in the 
cheek, temporarily losing the sight of 
an eye, refused to be evacuated and 
stayed by his unit throughout the op- 
eration, contributing greatly to its 
success, 

The:colonel of an Ontario battalion 
though seriously wounded in the hip, 
which ended fatally, directed his 
command until he lost consciousness. 
His brilliant leadership had proved a 
Great asset in a critical part of the 
struggle. 


Increased Acreage for Next Year

Prince Max So Termed by James W. 
Gerard, Former Ambassador 


Germany has sent out a_ stalking 
horse by appointing Prince Max of 
Baden to succeed Chancellor ‘von 
Hertling, in the opinion of James W. 
Gerard, former ambassador to Ger- 
many. In the new German chancel- 
lor, the allies will find a new type of 
German statesman, Mr, Gerard told 
the United Press.  “He'is not the 
son of the reigning Grand Duke of 
Baden, but is his heir and will suc- 
ceed him. He is a full general in the 
German army, but has not engaged 
in any specific military activities in 
this war. 

“In manner Prince’ Max is not 
Prussian, not even German. He has 
none of the arrogance which charac- 
terizes most of the ruling statesmen 
of Germany. His mother was Rus- 
sian, and that gives him an interna- 
tional viewpoint. Prince Max speaks 
French and English perfectly and 
greatly admires Emerson. He car- 
ries Emerson’s essays with him al- 
ways. There is no surer indication 
of the desire of the German rulers to 
win over the other nations to peace 
than the appointment of Prince Max.

Large Cattle Deal Completed” *

For Slavic-Latin States _ 


Socialist Deputies of Reichstag Adopt 
a Resolution 


Recognition of the right of the 
Slavic-Latin states of Austria-Hun- 
gary to dispose of their own fate and 
a demand for thé same seif-determin- 
ation for the German pcople in Aus- 
tria are contained in resolutions 
adopted by the Socialist deputies of 
the Reichsrath, according to  des- 
patches received in Paris. The reso- 
lution follows: 


“Representatiyes of the working 
classes of Austria recognize the right 
of the Slavic-Latin nations of Aus- 
tria to dispose of their fate and they 
deniand the same right for the Ger- 
man people in Austria, We recognize 
the right of the Slavic nations to 
continue themselves as autonomous 
states, biit we absolutely repulse for- 
ever the submission as German ter- 
ritory to these national states. 


“We demand the reunion ‘of all 
German regions in Austria into one 
German-Austrian state, which will 
have the right to regulate its own 
relations towards ~other nations. ac- 
cording to its own necessities. We 
are ready to discuss with representa- 
tives of the Czech and Slavis people 
on the basis of the transformation of 
Austria into a federation of indepen- 
dent ‘natidnal states, Should such 
proposition be repudiated we shall 
fight energetically to prevent by all 
of the means at our command that 
the constitution of the German peo-

Zone Order in Effect Oct. 5 


Bars German Alien Females 
Camps and Factories 


The attorney general has fixed mid- 
night of October 5, 1918, as the time 
when the regulation establishing a 
one-half mile prohibited area around 
federal or state forts, camps, arsenals 
aircraft stations, government or naval 
vessels, navy yards, factories or work- 
shops for the manufacture of -muni- 
tions of war or any products for the 
use of the army or navy, shall become 
effective as to German*alien females. 
This date is fixed by the attorney 
general under authority granted to 
him in the president’s proclamation 
of April 19, 1918, which extended the 
scope of the regulations affecting 
alien enemy males to include alien 
enemy females. 

The effect of the act of the attor- 
ney gencral in fixing this date is to 
make it unlawful for any German 
alien female 14 years, of age and up- 
ward to be found within one half mile 
of any of the places mentioned, ex- 
cept on public carriers, without a 
proper permit from the United States 
marshal, Every woman or girl of 14 
years of age and upward who is a 
native, citizen, denizen, or subject of 
Germany and not actually naturalized 
as an American citizen is affected by 
this act and must obtain a permit to 
enter any prohibited area established 
by this regulation for any purpose, 
except as stated, when passing 
through such area on a public car- 


From 


rier, Females coming within the 
foregoing definition, includin the 
wives of citizens or subjects of Ger- 


many, must comply with the order of 
the attorney» general. 

Permits to reside in’or to enter the 
prohibited area must be obtained 
from the United States marshal, Ap- 
plications forsethese permits may be 
made in the samme manner as applica- 
tions for similar permits have been 
made by German alien enemy males, 

The fact that the husband or fath- 
er of a German alien female has ob- 
tained a permit or that she has‘ reg- 
istered does not relieve her from the 
obligation of obtaining a permit, 

It is not intended by this order to 
disturb unnecessarily the residence or 
occupation of German alien females. 
Permits to continue to reside or 
work within the prohibited area will 
be granted wherever this may be 
done consistently with the welfare 
and safety of the country and the 
successful prosecution of the war, 

Failure to comply with this regu- 
lation by refusing to leave the pro- 
hibited area or to procure a permit 
to remain may result in the arrest 
and detention of the person and the 
possible internment for the duration 
of the war.

Lens and Armentieres 


Wrecked by Four. Yelrs of Devas- 
tating War 

Lens, given up by the Germans, is 
the centre of the “black country” of 
France and the key to the coal fields. 
Before the war the great manufac- 
turing district of 
obtained its output of coal from the 
Lens country, as did also Paris. The 
output was about 5,000,000 tons. Lens 
is also a manufacturing centre, but 
four years in the proximity of a mod- 
ern war Nas almost utterly destroyed 
the city. 

Lens has been the scene of bitter 
fighting, In the fall of 1914, when 
Sir John French tried to outflank 
the Gerfnans the enemy succeeded in 
taking up a line putting Lens _ be- 
hind him, Both in the spring and the 
fall of 1915 heavy attacks were made 
by French and British in this district, 
but, though local successes 
gained, the line was not broken and 
the city remained in German posses- 
sion, In April, 1917, the Canadians 
took the Vimy Ridge, immediately to 
the south of the city, and were pres- 
sing in on it and “pinching” it when 
the corps was called north to the 
Passchendaele operations.

Sioux Indians 
Backing the War 


Members of Tribe Enlist and Buy 
Bonds 


The Sioux Indigns are among the 
most enthusiastic war workers of the 
Northwest, and they are not merely 
in the movement .for a chance to get 
upon the “warpath,” but are going fn 
to the war with the same understand- 
ing of what they are doing as_ the 
white men of the Northwest. Many 
of them left the schools to enlist 
with the first companies which were 
sent out by the state, while others 
waited, as did many whites, until the 
call by draft came, and when this 
came they did not put in many ex- 
emption claims, but were ready to go 
whcn wanted. 

The number who have been sent 
from’ South Dakota is not obtainable 
from any central record, but every 
reservation has furnished its quota, 
and there are probably more than a 
thousand from Dakota with Indian 
their veins, ¢ither at the 
front, or in the camps getting ready 
jfor the trip to Europe. Some of them 
have already fallen in battle, “Some 
of the Dakota Indians have subscrib- 
ed up to $15,000 for bonds, and hun- 
dreds of them are holders of Liberty 
bonds and war. sayings stamps in 
smaller amounts.. One of their most 
popular endeavors is that —of-- Red 
Cross. work, the women not only do- 
ing the same class of work as do 
the women of the Red Cross socie- 
ties among whites, but the older ones 
put. in time on bead work for the 
many sales which are held at places 
on the reservations, where decorated 
robes and bead work, which means 
days of labor to the older women, are 
freely donated. Along with these, do- 
nations of live stock are common, At 
a recent sale at an Indian camp on 

osebul Reservation, where there 
Were only a half dozen whites, and 
the whole affair was under control of 
Indians, the receipts were more than 
$1200 for the Red Cross. At Chey- 
enne agency, where whites as well as 
Indians were purchasers, but the don- 
ors Indians, the returns went far 
above this. The Sioux Indians are 
backing the war movement in every 
way.
